A year ago Congress was convened 


in special session at the instigation of 
the Gold Trust to make money scarcer 
by repealing the Bullion Purchase or 
Sherman act. That act, we were told, 
was the cause of the business depres- 
sion, and its x-epetil would restore con- 
fidence and end the dnl) times. In a 
speech opposing the repeal of the act, 
Senator Jones of Nevada used the fol- 
lowing prophetic language: 
" I Bin sincere in saying that, accord- 


ing to my judgment, if this attempt to 
repeal the purchasing clause of the act 
is accomplished, all who vote for it will 
live to see and feel that the firing on 
Sumpter, serious and sorrowful as it 
was in its immediate consequences 
was a shot that for enduring injury to | 
the industrial classes and to every man 
who works for a living in this country. 
cannot be compared with the measure 
it is now attempting to drive through 
this body." 


The Repeal bill passed and the par- 


chase of silver bullion ceased. Not a 
standard dollar is being coined and the 
silver product of the country has to 
find a market abroad. The gold pro- 
duct of the country is also shipped to 
foreign countries. Monej is becoming 
scarcer, the prices of products and la- 
bor are constantly declining and indus- 
trial armies and strikes for living wages 
are the order of the day. As predicted 
by Senator Jones, the firing on Fort 
Sumpter was not as direful in its 
results to every man who works for a 
living as the repeal of the Sherman ai-t. 
A series of industrial iisturbancos 
have followed that are unprecedented 
in the history of the country. Only a 
few weeks ago every coal and iron 
miner in the United States was out on 
a strike, and now almost every railroad 
employe is idle. Commerce is crippled, 
tbo capital invested in. railroads and 
t'ue labor which makes that capital 
profitable, are unproductive. Capital, 
which is created by labor and whirh 
without labor is worthless, is arrayed 
against labor and arrogantly refuses 
to arbitrate. Tho Pullman Company 
declines to confer with a committee of 
the City Council of Chicago on the 
subject of the strike and relies upon 
the Government exercising all the 
military power at its command to 
force employes to accede to the terms 
of the corporation.

SAN FKANOISCO, July 10.—There are 


many conservative men of large affairs 
here who fear and believe that to-mor- 
row will develop a desperate conflk-t 
between the Federal soldiers and the 
triking A. R. U. men and their allies.

According to the proclamation

President Cleveland every State anc 
Territory west of the Missouri is under 
a mild form of martial law. The peo 
pie are commanded to retire to their 
homes, especially along along the linos 
of railroads on which traffic is later 
rapted. For the enforcement of law 
and to prevent obstructing mail anc 
commerce the President has employed 
the military forces and all persons 
connected with the unlawful obstruc- 
tion of trains are commanded to stay 
at home. 


From the standpoints of organized 


railroads and organized labor the proc- 
lamation of the President appears in 
very different lights. The lailroads 
are determined to prevent trains from 
moving without Pullman cars, and the 
labor unions are determined that trains 
with Pullman cars shall not move. 
The railroads think the proclamation 
refers only to the labor unions and the 
labor unions think it should include 
the railroads, as both are, to a certain 
extent, obstructing the mails. 


The ruling of au able and impartial 


Judge on tho question whether both 
organized roada and organized labor 
are not alike responsible for the de- 
tention of the mails might smooth 
the way for a settlement of the trouble. 
A comprehensive review of the diffi- 
culty and a decision which could not 
be construed as partial to either side 
would be like pouring oil on the 
troubled waters. 
Labor and capital 
have rights and if the Courts recognize 
both, as Judge Caldwell and Judge 
Ross hovo done, aud show that no dis- 
tinction is made between organized 
capital and organized labor it would 
tend to bring the present contest to a 
close. 


SUGGESTION. 


Mayor Phigree of Detroit has sug- 


gested that the Mayors of all tho prin- 
cipal cities request the Pullman Com- 
pany to submit to arbitration. 
The 


proposition meets with general favor 
and it is to be hoped in the interest of 
the public, the strikers and the rail 
roads, that it will be acted upon aud 
end the present deplorable condition 
of affairs. While the Pullman Com- 
pany may be legally right it is morally 
wrong. 
It reduced nothing but the 


wages of its employes. Bents, water 
and gas are as high in Pullman as they 
ever have been.. It costs as much for a 
berth in its oars as it did before it re- 
duced wages. The strife which it in- 
augurated has cost the railroads, the 
employes and the public many millions 
of dollars. It has arrayed men whose 
relations have hitherto been amicable 
in deadly contention and completely 
paralyzed business. 
It has caused 


States whose citizens are law-abiding to 
be placed under martial law by Presi- 
dential proclamation and brought the 
country to the verge of civil war. 


Surely a corporation at whose door 


morally if not legally so much can be 
laid cannot in the interest of its stock- 
holders refuse to submit the differences 
between it and its employes to arbitra- 
tion ! There is no principle involved 
cave dollars. 
Disputes between em- 
ployers and employes have been settled 
repeatedly in that way. Peace could 
be restored in an hour by a simple 
agreement to arbitrate, as details could 
be arranged later, and communication 
and commerce between the States 
would at CUM» be roeetabtiebed.

of martial law to California caused in- 
tense excitement in Sucrameuto, but 
this afternoon, when it became posi- 
tively known, that Colonel Graham and 
his soldiers to the number of over 800 
men were already en route to reinforce 
the State troops, the excitement there 
became wild and ominous.

It is claimed that the A. R. U. arsenal 


holds at least 1,600 rifles and shotguns 
aad large quantities of ammunition. 


The Alameda with 300 soldiers from 


the Presidio arrived at Mare Island 
this afternoon and took on 300 marines, 
Then the Alameda Mofiinod around the 
point and the men wore transferred to 
Sacramento river steamers which had 
been lying in wait. 
One troop of 


cavalry landed on each bank and will 
march to Sacramento along the river as 
an advance to guard the boats.

The President's Proclamation Declaring 


It. 


The President's proclamation, which

hear some of the kickers. One man 
was heard yesterday expressing his 
sentiments in strong language regard- 
ing the situation ami condemning the 
movement on account of the delay of 
mails and ihe paralyzed condition of 
business. It was ascertained that the 
individual doesn't own a dollars worth 
of property in the county, does not pay 
a poll tax, nor has he a cocktail route 
that he can work with any assurance of 
success.
